STIR, 

HE following loofe hints on the fubjec of in- 
T temperance, it is hoped, will not be thought 
improper at this feafon of general feftivity, as the 
pleafure and fatisfaction of keeping a merry Chriit- 
mas, with many confifts chiefly in what they eat and 
drink ; and he that difpatches the greateft quantity 
of both, is fuppofed to pay the greateft honour to the 
day. 

But before 1 humble the glutton, let me induige 
his pride, and fhow his confequence when exercifing 
his belt faculties for the gratification of his defires. 
{o'this pupfuit he is emphatically ‘* Lord of the 
greation,”’ and the circumference’ of the globe too 
narrow for his grafp.—All nations, kingdoms, and 
climes, are fubfervient to his will, and every elé& 
ment, is ranfacked and difturbed to fatisfy his over- 
craving maw—the fea mult give up its peaceful in- 
habitants~turtles, turbots, and John Dorys; and 
the air its inoffenfive ones,—pheafants, woodcocks, 
wild gacks, and partridges—the earth fuffers her 
hares, pigs, and poultry to be flain, and all her ve- 
getable productions to be taken from her, to pleafe 
the palate of this inS.tiable voluptuary.— But, what 
are all thefe contributions, were it not for the fire, 
that great encourager of luxurious living ~Were it 
not for this friendly element, who could fry his mar- 
row puddings, and broil his turkies and chines —how 
would he broil his beef-fteaks, and roaft his haun- 
ches and furloins—Without the ailiftance of this 
powerful element, how deplorable, how contemptible, 
nay, how pitiable too, would the glatton be, for he 
mutt either live in a {tate of continued {tarvation, or 
dine upon fallad every day like the King of Babylon. 
If we compare Nebuchadnezzar with the glutton, 
we hall find a ftrong refemblance ; fur, as the Pro- 
phet fays, that the power of this monarch over his 
fubjééis was fuch, that ** whom he would he flew, 
and Whom he would he kept alive.” Such is the 
power of the glutton over the animal creation—for 
which he wills he deftroys ~and which he wills he 
preferves ; but not from tendernefs and compafhon 
to the lamb not doomed to bleed to-day, but to fat- 
ten it, and give it a higher relifh for a future facri- 
fice to the fhrine of voluptuoufnefs. 

Let us now view the glutton on the reverfe fide, 
and we thall fee, that the dominion given him over 
the beafts of the field, the fowls of the air, and the 
fifhes of the fea, by an improper ufe, are inftruments 
placed in his hands by Providence, for his deftruc- 
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tion; for immoderate and exceflive eating not only 


+ haftens the period of a man’s Jife, but makes that 


life miferable while it lafts, by an accumulation of 
difeafes, reducing him to that wretched fpectacle, 
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which Shakefpeare terms “ a Lipper’ Pantalloon—-, 


fans cceth, fang eyes, fans every thi 
he is numbered with Ui beats she a 
Were we to reafon from the prattice 
gluttony, we might fuppofe, thar fome of the yoras 
civas actually underftood the Apoltles in a literal 
fenfe—* Let us eat and drink, for to-morrow we 
die;”’—for they eat with that greedinefs and 
as if they had not an hour to livé. Tofee a mat 
devour fleth, fith, and fowl—eat marrow 
and venifon palties —fwallow vegetables of all ki 
= ey agi 9 of various calts—drink wines 
different forts and flayour, and gravies of the higheft 
relith —and add to thefe, the neceflary appendages of 
falt and fugar, oil and vinegar, pepper and muftard 
—with what ideas do this heterogedeous mixture 
ftrike the mind of a man of a moderate and reftrains 
ed appetite—and what the conféquences to thofé 
who thus furcharge themfelves—what the effects, 
but the gont breaking their joints, the ftone and gra- 
vel torturing them with the molt excruciating painsy 
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tun, Wael attendant 
with gluttony, {till we-fee 

ed by old fellows, that have worn away every tooth 
in their head in the fervice of good eating, and with= 

out’ the power of maftication, ntumble, and 

for an hour or two, becaufe they cannot devour their 

fix pound of folids as expeditioufly as formerly. Wat, 

peftilence, and famine, thofe great fcourges of man 

kind, and depopulators of the human race, are friends 

in comparifon to gluttony. Where a general of an 

army kill. one, gluttony kills multitudes —Where 

the plague infe&ts one, gluttony deftroys thoufands 5 

and where one dies for real want, ten thoufand fall.

facrifices to this detettable vice. If any one doubts _ 


the truth of thefe obfervations, let him only refer to 
the bills ofwmortality, aod in that humiliating ree 
cord, he will find many of them confirmed. 

I thall now difmifs thefe madmen, and make my 
appeal to the rational, and efpecially to thofe whom 
providence has bleffed with all the epmforts and cor- 
veniencies of life, and remind them, that the feftival 
of Chriftmas lays the foundation of one of the greateft 
difplays of love and charity that was ever exhibited 
in this world—it was nothing lefs than our Saviour’s 
taking our nature upoa him, for the purpofe of be» 
coming obedient to the Crofs, Sand for the falvation 
of all thofe who follow his example of meeknefs and 
temperance ; and imitate him in all the other vir- 


tues, which fo eminently diftinguithed his character . 


upon earth—and we cannot honour him more, than 
in the exercife of the greate(t of all virtues— Chae 
rity.—Let us confider the poor in this inclement 
feafon of the year, in gratitude to him who maketh 
fummer, and winter, fing tithe and autumn; fet 
thofe who have abundance, give liberally, and thofe 
who have little, part of that little ; and let us all 
but give a propa what we poffels, and there 
will not be a poor wretch but will fay, “* I have 
kept a merry Chriftmas ?” Let us make the wi- 
dow’s heart to fing for joy, and let her prayers, 
with thofe of the fatherlefs, afcend as a niomorial of 
our duty and gratitude to him * who feedeth the 
young ravens that call upon him.” ' 

It is worth our moft ferious attention and remark, 
to fee -what ftrefs our Saviour lays upon aéts of chae 
rity, in the defcription he gives of the laft day; it 
appears as if this virtue was almoft our only guide 
to future happinefs.— Inafmuach (fays he) that ye 
did it to one of thofe, ye did it unto me.” Let us 
ftretch this virtue, then, as far as our ftrength and 
abilities will permit, in reverence to his fir(t appear- 
ance—that at his fecond coming to judge the world, 
we may receive that fentence of approbation 
** Well done, good and faithful fervants ;” and 
when faith thall be fwallowed up in certainty, ‘and 
hope in joy, enter that place where charity will reign 
triumphant : ) 

And (tand before the heavenly hoft confeft, 
For ever blefling and for ever bleft. 


I venerate the man who firlt faid to his neigh 
bour, ‘* A merry Chriftmas t’ye, and a happy new 
year.””—It outweighs all the fulfomé compliments 
of a Court; for what greater bleflings can we defire 
than to be merry, and fee happy days! I know «f& 
none, but to be happy hereafter.
